He Talks About Hawaii to New 


Zealand People. 


PRAISE COLONIAL INHABITANTS 


Expresses Opinion In Favor of Free 


Trade Between Australian Colonies 
In Telephones and Electric Lighting 
the Islands Ahead of Hew Zealand 


The New Zealand Herald of Nov 


ember 30th, in speaking of the visi 
of Attorney-General W. O. Smii 
and Hon. Geo. N. Wilcox to Auck 
land and the Colonies says: 


During the present month New 
Zealand has been honored by a visi 
from two leading Hawaiian states 
men, namely, the Hon. William O 
Smith, the 
Attorney-General, am 


Mr. O. N. Wilcox, a member of the 
Hawaiian Senate, wbo came her 
partly for a holiday trip, but priuci 
pally to watch certain features of ou 
land laws, which have been adoptei 
by the Legislature of Hawaii, aa in 
actual operation. Aa the stay of the* 
gentlemen, extending over a period 
of some three weeks, is just about tc 
terminate—for they leave by tbe Ala 
meda today—a Herald representativ 
waited upon the Hon. W. O. Smith 
in order to obtain, if possible, his im 
preseions of tbe colony, which conl< 
hardly Tall to be ot Interest, consider- 
ini; his important mission and wid 
political and social experience. Mr 
Smith received our representativ 
with tbe utmost courtesy, and at one 
expressed his willingness to give hi 
opinions of what he had seen. 
''Perhaps you might at tbe ontse 
say, whether the special object o 
your visit to our colony has been sat- 
isfactorily accomplished?" 


Having replied in the affirmative 


Mr. Smith proceeded: "Our Govern 
menf having adopted certain features 
of the New Zealand Amended Lam 
Act of 1892 of the disposition of ou 
public lands, Mr. Wilcox and mysel 
came here to learn something more o 
the details of tbe working of this law 
Of course we had (o adapt the New 
Zealand Act to our conditions. We 
have been extremely interested in 
what we have seen, and we bav 
received 
most 
valuable 
assist- 


ance and information from the Pre 
mler (Mr. Seddon), from the Sur- 
veyor General (Mr. Percy Smith) 
and also from 
Sir Robert 
Stout. 
Leaving Auckland a (ew weeks ago 
we have been, to Wellington, Christ 
church, and Duuediu, returning fiom 
Wellington 
overlaud 
through tbe 


Lake district, passing Lake Taupo on 
our road to Roiorua; and then back to 
Auckland once again." 


"Having traversed tbe country from 
oorth to south, bow did tbe colony it 
self and colonial life so far as your ex- 
perience of these things went, strlk 
you?" 


"From a political point of view,' 


replied Mr Smith, "we were extreme- 
ly interested in all matters of govern 
ment, and these present some feature; 
which are in advance of what we have 
been accustomed to. Then, again, we 
have teeu greatly interested in tbe 
people them-elves, and in tbe country 
and its products. <Oce of tbe most 
pleasant impressions left upon our 
minds has been the feeling coat we 
were in the midst of a common wealth, 
if 1 may call it so, of intelligent 
Anglo Saxon people Though some ol 
your problem!- of government teem to 
us rather perplexing, there are strong 
grounds for confidence and hope for 
the future in tbe high standard of in 
telligvnce among the people. In Ha- 
waii we have a population made up ol 
several different races, but here you 
are one common people. Then your 
educational system pleaded us very 
much, and there seemed to be among 
?(>a a higher standard of public mor- 
ils than Is found in some communi- 
ties. The government seems to be of 
a decidedly paternal character, and its 
various features present a most inter 
sting study. There certainly seem 
o be possible dangers, but the great 
ground for eonfidei ce is, after all, in 
he body of intelligence among the 
jeople'' 


"And what about the country itself, 
Mr. Smith?" 


"I was just proceeding to say that 


we were delighted with tbe diversity 
jf the physical features of tbe country, 
'hen there is the variety of its prod- 
ucts and its great resources, which 
open vast possibilities for the future 


t may not be improper for me to say 
lere that to us as strangers it seems 
ather hard to understand why there 
bonld not be complete free trade be- 
ween 
the Australasian 
colonies. 


Pbey have BO many interests in com- 
mon that it seems as though they all 
must benefit from a mutual inter- 
hange of commodities. It is a rash 
hlng for a stranger to make snggea- 
loos, but I will venture tbe sngges- 
lon that your colony would be equal- 
C well off with biennial sessions of 
Parliament as with annual sessions." 
"Have yon anything to say about 
ur land laws—your special mission?'' 
"Yes, we came here more partlcu- 


arly to learn about tbe working of 
our land system and land laws—and, 
ncldentally, other features of your 
fovernment. We have learned much 
hat IB instructive, and we bave seen 


p things It would appear well to 
void. I will return to Hawaii feeling 
lat I have gained much by coming 
ere, and I hope that tbe relations— 


commercial and otherwise—between 
Hawaii and New Zealand and tbe 
other colonies will continue to grow, 
and to become of greater mutual bene 
fit. For tbe kindness we have re- 
ceived, and tbe hospitality of tbe 
people of New Zealand, [ can find no 
wocda to adequately express my ad- 
miration." „ 


Referring to some 
of our more 
advanced legislation, as it is called, 
Mr. Smith paid: ' "My feeling is just 
this: Ttjere 40 .danger in gol ng to ex- 
tremes In laubr legislation, but you 
have a safeguard lu the reserve force 
of intelligence among tbe people. 
Here you have one race speaking one 
language; while in Hawaii we bave 
to deal with five races, speaking as 
many different languages—Hawaiian, 
English, Portuguese, Chinese and 
Japanese. There is also great danger 
in your far-reaching State undertak- 
ings. The,, enormous amount of pat- 
ronage placed in tbe hands of tbose in 
power might prove a source of evil If 
yon ceased to bave men of the highest 
character at the head of affairs." 
In tbe course of some further con 
versatlon Mr. Smith said • "There are 
at least two things of which I think 
we can boast in tbe Hawaiian Islands, 
and they are our telephone system 
and oui electric lighting. In both 
these matters we are decidly ahead of. 
New Zealand. In Honolulu we bave 
over 1200 telephones connected with 
tbe central, system, and they are 
worked more satisfactorily and with 
far less delay-tban tbose of your col 
ony. We do not use the old-fashioned 
telephone anon aa that you bave in 
use here, excepting perhaps in the 
country districts. 
Anyone familiar 


with yoorsystem and ours would ad 
mit that ours was the best. Then as 
to electric lighting, I have seen no 
city in "New Zealand as well lighted as 
Honolulu." 
" Mr. Smith .-concluded by again ex- 
pressing, OB behalf of himself and Mr. 
Wilcox, &.U thanks for tbe great kind 
neraes he1 had received on all hands, 
both frorJQvpnbllc officials and private 
individuals, 
They would certalnlj 
recommend their friend* to pay New 
Zealand a visit.

NEW YORK, Dec. 2.—The Rev. 


Robert Stewart McArthur delivered a 
sermon in the Calvary Baptist church | 
last night on " The Responsibility of 
Kalakaua and Lillnokalani." 


After referring to tbe characteristics 


of the Hawalians be quoted figures to 
show the falling off in the number of 
Christian converts among tbe natives 
since the reign of Kamehameha V, 
who removed all restraint from the 
Hula masters and Kahuna influence 
and thereby aided the spread of idol- 
atry. 


From 1838, when missionaries first 


visited the islands, to 1848, 27,000 con- 
verts to Christianity were 
made. 


Twenty thousand more converts join- 
ed tbe Christian standard within the 
next twenty years. In 1888 there were 
only 5235 converts among the natives 
of the islands, and within tbe next 
three or four years tbe number was 
still further decreased. This alarm- 
ing falling off was not to be ascribed 
to the large decrease in the native 
population.

preacher held responsible for the re- 
action in tbe spread of Christianity in 
tbe islands was tbe rise of the Ka- 
huna and Hula masters. 
The former 


is a form of superstitious worship and 
tbe latter a kind of priest who favored 
the practice of idolatrous ceremonies. 
Tbe worst forms of heathenism were 
revived under Kalakaua, who formed 
the Hale Naua Society. 


Lilinokalani, wbo succeeded her 


brother Kalakaua, was little better 
than be. 


Dr. McArthur said he had great 
hopes for the Hawaiians now tbat 
they were in the enjoyment of a pure 
and free government. He eulogized 
tbe officers of state, wbo are adminis- 
tering tbe affairs of the people. 


"They are good Christian men," he 


claimed, "and their government is 
the purest in the world today." 


Exit the Seals. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.—An offl- 
il report received at the Treasury 


Department states tbat by actual 
count 28,000 seals died of starvation on 
the Prlbyloff Islands last summer be- 
cause tb«ir mothers bad been killed at 
sea, and that fully 5,000 more were on 
the island in a starving condition and 
would die befere tbe season closed. It 
is estimated tbat at this rate of loss 
the seals of Bering sea will have be- 
come extioct within the next three or 
four yearn at tbe farthest.

The substitution of open, iron skeleton 
book cases on the main floor for the 
solid wooden cases that have now all 
been removed to tbe gallery is, in tbe 
opinion of your committee, a decided 
improvement. About two-thirds has 
been added to the area of the circulat- 
ing department and about the same to 
the shelving capacity. The improve- 
ment in light, airiness and general ap- 
pearance, to say nothing ot the com- 
fort and convenience of both librarian 
and visitors, cannot be expressed in 
percentages. 


The 
Administration 
Committee 


having been constituted a building 
committee for tbe purposes of the 
work now under consideration, to 
separate report of operations in that 
line will be presented. Appended to 
this report will be found a statement 
of the total cost of the additions, alter- 
ations and improvements made, with 
the cost of earch part of the work 
shown separately. 


All this work has been done; the 


roof shored up, the rear and one side 
of the circulating library entirely re 
moved, foundations laid and the new 
portion built and joined to the old, 
the entire interior of tbe circulating 
department rearranged, involving the 
moving of all the books, some of them 
several times, without the current 
work of the institution being inter- 
rupted fora single day. For this re- 
markable result the credit is doe first, 
to the architect for tbe admirable way 
in which he planned and arranged 
the details of his work; and second, 
to tbe librarian for her very complete 
order and system as well as painstak- 
ing an*! laborious personal service 
without which the results obtained 
would have been im possible. 


In view of this large amount of ex- 


tra work, lasting several months, and 
so efficiently and cheerfully perform- 
en, your committee think that some- 
thing in the way of extra compensa- 
tion for the librarian would be no 
more than just and reasonable, and 
recommend that such an approprla 
tlon be made, the amount to be such 
as tbe Association may think best.

forwarded to the settlement by first 
steamer. 


Permission was granted to the 


lepers to hold a midnight praise 
service in the Y. M. C. A. building 
at the settlement on Christmas Eve. 


All restrictions were removed on 


fishing in streams other than Nuu- 
anu stream and the harbor proper. 
A line drawn from the slaughter- 
house to the quarantine island, 
thence to fan buoy and to retaining 
wall on Waikiki side of the harbor. 


It was voted to allow the patches 


near the Insane Asylum to be again 
planted with taro. Two months 
have elapsed since the last case oi 
cholera in that locality. 


The question of boarding vessels 


at Kahului came up on request oi 
the officials there. The Board oi 
Health Agent is in the habit of 
boarding all vessels, whether steam 
or sail, and if anything suspicious 
is found, report to be made and 
the port physician consulted.

NEW LINE OF STEAMERS. 


Coast Capitalists Will Inaugurate 


Service to Other Islands. 


Attorney Charles Creighton was 


spoken to yesterday about the new 
line of steamers which will be 
put on between San Francisco and 
the island of Hawaii. He stated 
that it was the intention of the 
company to put on two, and possi- 
bly three, steamers on the line. 
These will be constructed especi- 
ally for island traffic and be able 
to steam fifteen knots per hour. 
The promoters 
believe there is 


more than sufficient traffic to make 
the new line between the Coast and 
points on the other islands a pro- 
fitable undertaking. It is not the 
intention of the company to take 
sugar as freight, at least not for 
some time after the service is in 
operation, and then only in small 
quantities to make up a cargo. The 
projected line will not interfere 
with the Wilder and Inter-Island 
companies, except so far as saving 
double handling of freight for the 
big island. Arrangements are now 
being perfected, and it is hoped 
sufficient 
inducements 
can 
be 


shown which will justify the Ha- 
waiian Government in granting aic 
to the line. 


Mr. Creighton would have begun 


necessary preliminary work at this 
end of the line some time ago, bul 
a pressure of law business has pre- 
vented. 
It is understood the pro- 


moters of the new line are respon- 
sible and moneyed men at the 
Coast. Some interest will be as- 
sumed by parties located in the 
islands. 
The steamers will be un-

Dole, 1; Hon. C. R. Bishop^bound 
volumes, 76: ditto, paper covered, 
32, besides magazines and pamph- 
lets; Dr. C. M. Hyde, 2; Mrs. H. C. 
Coleman, 1; loss of members by 
subscription, 11; by departures 
from town, 20; by death, 2; total 
loss, 35. There have been twenty- 
six new subscribers; the number of 
regular subscribers September 30, 
1895, was 168; transient subscribers 
during the year, 111.

SAN 
FRANCISCO merchants are 


apparently very much exercised 
over the appearance of large quan- 
tities of Japanese goods in the 
American markets. 
Agents for 


Japanese firms are placing orders 
ior goods at such surprisingly low 
rates that one merchant cabled to 
Japan to make sure he was not be- 
ing imposed upon. In this influx 
of manufactures from the Orient 
the advocates of a protective tariff 
see an opportunity to attack the 
tariff laws promulgated by the 
Fifty-third 
Congress, and to the 


casual observer their claims seem 
to be fairly well founded. 
A close 


investigation, however, proves the 
fallacy of these arguments. 
A 


great proportion of Japanese goods 
can pay as high duties as were im- 
posed under the McKinley law, 
and then be placed on the market at 
prices which Americans cannot 
touch, but which give the Japanese 
manufacturer a very good profit. 
The business houses of the United 
States will discover sooner or later 
that they cannot fight Japanese 
competition with tariff laws.

HOPEFUL FOE FUTURE OF IRELAND 


Believes Time Near at Hand When 


Ireland's Needs Will Be Recognized 
and Granted by Great Britain—One 
of the Remarkable Men of the Time. 


As announced exclusively by 


this paper a few days ago, Michael 
Davitt, M. P., was among th& 
through passengers on the Ala- 
meda. 
That gentleman spent the 


few hours while the steamer was 
in port visiting various points of 
interest. 
On account of the incle- 


ment weather and his brief stay in 
the city, Mr. Davitt could not see 
as much as he desired, only the

In a short talk with a represen- 


tative of the ADVERTISER just pre- 
vious to the departure of the Ala- 
meda, Mr. Davitt stated that he 
had been absent from his native 
land since last April. 
During the 


time he had been delivering lec- 
tures throughout the Colonies. The 
people there seemed pleased to .hear 
what he had to say about Ireland 
and the labor question in Great 
Britain. 
While on this tour there 


had been an election and change 
of government in his country. 
He 


was pleased to be able to say that 
he had been returned to parliament 
from two constituencies, and would 
not be able to decide which to ac- 
cept until the Speaker of the Com- 
mons could be conferred with. 


The great Home Rule advocate 


spoke hopefully of the future of the 
Green Isle, and was confident the 
Conservative government would ex- 
tend much needed relief to Ireland 
in the matter of home legislation. 
He believed the time near at hand 
when .Britain would consent to the 
granting of concessions asked and 
prayed for by Irish patriots. In 
speech, Mr. Davitt is very impres- 
sive, and in discussion of those who 


are opposed to him in political life 
only the most magnanimous utter- 
ances are made. He is not only one 
of the:most conspicuous leaders of 
the Home Rule party, but a man 
who may be regarded as one of the 
most remarkable of the time.

tice on the Supreme Bench, one of the 
most honorable and responsible posi- 
tions in the nation.

Young Bickerton lived in England 
until he was about eleven years of 
age, when he emigrated with his 
parents to Melbourne, Australia. He 
was there educated in the ordinary 
collegiate branches, and being as a 
boy fond of adventure and sight- 
seeing, he began, in 1863, to travel 
about the Colonies, and visited the 
principal towns and cities of note 
He next decided to visit America, 
and left Dunedin, New Zealand, with 
a small party for Victoria, B. C., ex- 
pecting to stop on the way at Tahiti 
and Hawaii. A seven days' visit was 
made at Taniti, but Hawaii was pass- 
ed without the ship stopping, and 
Victoria was reached in April, 1863. 
After a short stay in that city, he 
next went to San Francisco, where 
he remained for about a year, and 
engaged in stock operations in a mod- 
est way. 


In April, 1864, he came to Honolulu 


on hia returu to Australia, without 
any intention of remaining, but be- 
coming favorably impressed with tbe 
country aud with the great opportuni- 
ties and prospects he saw In the sugar 
industry, he determined to make it 
his permanent residence slid wrote his 
father in Australia to that effect. Mr. 
Bickerton had letters from friends in 
Ban Francisco to prominent business 
men in Honolulu, among which was 
one to W. L Greeu, who, in 1874, be- 
came Premier In the Cabinet of King 
Kalakaua 
This gentleman afforded 


tbe subject of this sketch an opportu- 
nity to learn the sugar business, by 
securing for him a position on the Ka 
alaea plantation, ou the island of 
Oahu. After two or three years of 
practical experience, Mr. Bickerton 
became the manager; aud when, noon 
after this, Janion, Green & Co. were 
going into liquidation, he gathered 
together all hi* means and purchased 
their entire interest. 
After several 


years of bard work this enterprise was 
abandoned as unprofitable, and Mr. 
Bickerton was fortunate in getting 
out of It even with the world, as it has 
since been found that tbe land and 
locality were only suited to rice- 
growing, to whinh It is uow devoted. 
Although he then looked upon the 
years thus spent as so much time lost, 
the experience which he acquired has 
since stood him in good stead, and has 
been of Inestimable benefit to him in 
hla extensive operations 
In sugar 


plantations. 


During Mr. Bickerton's early life be 


had a most decided predilection for 
the study of law, and even up to the 
close of his unsuccessful operations in

All the Schools -will Participate—How 


the Competition will be Decided. 
Opportunity Presents many Advan- 
tages—Good to the Greatest Number. 


"To stimulate an interest in art," 


"to afford opportunities for its study 
and advancement," and "to establish 
a permanent art center in Hawaii," 
are three of the objects for which the 
Kilobaoa Art League was formed. 
An association with to much energy 
and ambition cannot fall to do good 
in Honolulu, and already it is able to 
begin its admirable work of educating 
and applauding home talent. 


In no better way can this endeavor 


be carried ont than by giving atten- 
tion to those who are attending school. 
Having a lot of children come in one 
door and pass oat of the next, like so 
many sheep, would be labor lost. In 
forming a suitable plan for having the 
children of Honolulu visit the exhibi- 
tion, this difficulty was avoided by 
establishing an important object for 
going. 
The boys and girls are going with 


the firm determination of winning one 
of the valuable prizes and gaining the 
distinction of doing the same. Next 
best will be the names on the roll of 
honor in each school. This will be 
the list of the best com positions in the 
school, one being taken from each 
room. Each individual cannot expect 
a prize, and the League is surely very 
eenerous in giving one to each school. 
It has been found best not to have 
this compulsory, and many are visit- 
ing the exhibit who do not care to 
write a composition and try for the 
prizes. For the children the entrance 
Tee has been reduced from twenty-five 
cents to ten cents. The association 
is a young one, and it is better 
to have a smaller number come 
with an object in view, than to 
pat the visit at too low a valuation.

Then tbe teachers and principal to- 
gether will agree upon the very best 
of these, tbe writer of which is the 
prize winner of that school.

more. Who is to have first choice? 


A committee of three gentlemen in 


the league who are not Interested In 
any one school will number them.

A sense of fairness has 
been the eager ambition of the ladies 
who are now going the rounds. In 
this way the Kilohana Art League 
will not only improve themselves and 
educate the public, but also bring the 
children to observe and remember 
what they see. The many advan- 
tages to be derived can be seen by all.
